THE  NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


This  Report  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1884. 

During  this  time  the  efforts  of  the  Trustees  have  been  directed 
entirely  to  developing  the  School. 

In  these  efforts  they  have  been  ably  assisted  by  the  Associate 
Committee  of  Women. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  obtaining  a permanent  location 
in  a neighborhood  easily  accessible  to  those  who  would  become 
students,  the  Committee  having  the  matter  in  charge,  after  carefully 
examining  the  other  properties  suggested,  recommeuded  the  pur- 
chase of  the  house  No.  1336  Spring  Garden  Street  as  one  particu- 
larly well  adapted  to  school  purposes,  and  centrally  situated  for 
students.  Accordingly,  in  June,  this  property  was  purchased,  and 
arrangements  were  immediately  begun  to  remove  the  School  there 
upon  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term.  The  location  could*  not 
be  better  for  the  purpose.  The  lot  on  which  the  house  stands  is 
forty-two  feet  front  on  Spring  Garden  and  Whitehall  Streets,  with 
a depth  between  the  two  streets  of  one  hundred  feet ; thus,  there  is 
ample  space  for  the  erection  of  the  work-rooms  it  is  proposed  to 
build  when  the  plans  now  in  contemplation  are  fully  matured. 
The  present  building  is  a substantial  three-story  brick  structure, 
forty-two  feet  front  by  forty-two  feet  deep,  with  an  ell  extension 
at  the  rear  fifteen  feet  by  thirty-four  feet.  The  rooms  are  large, 
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light,  well  heated  and  ventilated,  and  in  other  respects  the  interior 
arrangements  can,  at  a trifling  cost,  be  altered  to  suit  the  wants  of 
the  students  as  their  numbers  increase.  Altogether,  the  Trustees 
consider  that  the  institution  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  a 

o 

property  in  every  respect  so  desirable  as  this. 

In  September,  the  School  was  opened  in  its  new  quarters  with  a 
corps  of  seven  teachers,  including  instructors  in  drawing,  model- 
ling, the  application  of  design  to  oil-cloths  and  textiles,  weaving, 
and  wood-carving.  During  the  summer  the  rooms  had  been  fitted 
up  with  appliances  for  teaching  these  branches  of  art  industry. 
The  wood-carving  room  has  seven  benches  with  a full  set  of  tools 
for  each  bench.  The  weaving-rooms  have  two  pattern  hand- 
looms,  duplicates  of  those  in  use  at  the  Bradford  Technical  School, 
Bradford,  England  ; one  Jacquard  loom,  made  especially  for  the 
School,  and  capable  of  carrying  thirty-six  hundred  threads  for 
thirty-six  inch  goods  ; and  one  Compton  loom,  forty-four  inch, 
twenty-seven  sets  harness.*  This  latter  was  the  generous  gift  of 
Mr.  George  Compton,  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  who  in  his 
letter  conveying  the  gift  wrote  : 

“ I present  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial 
Art  with  this  loom,  with  my  compliments  and  best  wishes  for  the 
success  of  the  School  in  the  most  thorough  and  practical  line.  The 
only  condition  I wish  to  make  is,  that  whenever  the  School  shall 
have  finished  using  the  loom,  it  will  be  returned  to  me.  This, 
however,  I trust  will  never  occur.” 

The  Trustees  feel  that  no  more  gratifying  evidence  could  be  had 
of  the  interest  taken  in  the  success  of  this  department  of  the  School 
by  manufacturers  abroad,  than  such  a gift  from  such  a source  as 
this. 

The  work  herein  outlined  involved  an  expenditure  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  therefore,  in  order  to  pro- 


* In  addition  to  tlie  above,  the  School  has  ordered  and  now  on  the  way  from 
England  two  pattern  hand-looms,  duplicates  of  those  used  in  the  Yorkshire 
College,  at  Leeds;  also  one  Knowles  loom,  forty-eight  inch,  twenty -five  sets 
harness,  the  gift  of  Messrs.  J.  L.  Knowles  & Co.,  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts, 
which  is  awaiting  shipment  until  a room  shall  be  fitted  up  for  its  accommoda- 
tion. 
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vide  the  means  necessary,  the  ladies  of  the  Associate  Committee  of 
Women  organized  an  entertainment  at  the  Academy  of  Music,  on 
December  16th.  From  the  proceeds  of  this  entertainment,  the  sum 
of  six  thousand  dollars  has  been  handed  to  the  treasurer,  out  of 
which  amount  these  extraordinary  expenses  have  been  paid. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  it  will  be  seen  that, 
exclusive  of  the  appropriation  from  the  city  for  the  maintenance 
and  repair  of  Memorial  Hall,  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  Museum 
during  the  year  has  been  six  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and 
forty  cents.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  School  for  the  same 
period  has  been  seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars 
and  sixteen  cents.  The  gross  receipts  on  this  latter  account — as 
the  report  will  show  in  detail — have  been  six  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  dollars  and  ninety-four  cents.  The  present 
indebtedness  of  the  corporation  is  twelve  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents.  The  principal 
of  the  endowment  fund  amounts  to  fifty  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty-five  dollars  and  seventy-four  cents. 

A most  gratifying  incident  in  the  history  of  the  year  is  the 
formal  gift  to  the  institution,  on  April  23d,  by  Mr.  Joseph  E. 
Temple,  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  stocks  and  bonds,  in  trust, 
the  income  to  be  paid  to  him  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death 
three-fifths  part  of  the  income  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of 
works  of  art  for  the  Museum,  and  the  remaining  two-fifths  part  in 
the  establishment  of  scholarships  and  prizes  for  the  competition  of 
students  in  the  School.  (See  Appendix  A.) 

During  the  year  the  Trustees  have  had  to  record  the  death  of 
two  of  their  members — the  Hon.  Henry  M.  Phillips,  President  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  and  the  representative  of 
that  body  in  this  Board,  and  Mr.  James  L.  Claghorn,  President 
of  the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  and  one  of  the  incorporators 
of  this  institution.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  liberal  pro- 
moters of  the  efforts  making  to  advance  the  cause  of  art  and  to 
beautify  our  city,  and  their  loss  will  long  be  felt  in  this  commu- 
nity. 

Following  are  the  reports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and  of 
the  Principal  of  the  School : 
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THE  MUSEUM. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  cataloguing,  classifying,  and 
arranging  the  collections  has  been  completed.  The  Museum  has 
now  a record  of  all  the  objects  in  the  collections  arranged  by 
classes,  in  alphabetical  sequence,  cross-referenced,  with  the  cost  of 
each  object  purchased,  the  date  of  acquisition,  and  all  other  neces- 
sary information. 

This  record  shows  that  the  purchases  were  made  as  follows  :

Since  1880,  no  objects  have  been  purchased  for  the  collections. 

No  valuation  has  been  attempted  of  the  objects  given  or 
bequeathed  to  the  Museum. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  one 
hundred  and  sixty  persons  have  visited  the  Museum,  an  increase 
of  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  over  last  year. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Bloom- 
field H.  Moore  Memorial  Collection,  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Moore.  A number  of  new  pictures  have  been  hung  on  the 
walls  of  the  room. 

By  the  liberality  of  a friend  of  the  Museum,  a beautiful  antique 
marble  fountain  has  been  erected  in  the  rotunda.  This  fountain 
.was  purchased  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Robert  H.  Gratz,  at  a sale 
of  the  effects  of  the  Borghese  Palace,  Rome,  where  it  had  a place 
in  the  vestibule.  Mr.  Gratz  presented  the  fountain  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fairmount  Park,  but  it  arrived  here  so  badly  broken 
by  careless  packing  that  no  use  was  made  of  it,  until  the  gentle- 
man referred  to  above  received  permission  from  the  Commissioners 
to  have  it  repaired  at  his  own  expense  and  erected  in  Memorial 
Hall,  as  stated. 
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During  the  month  of  August,  a summer  school  for  teachers, 
conducted  by  Miss  Caroline  West,  occupied  two  of  the  studio 
rooms  in  the  building.  Miss  West  reported  that  her  experiment 
demonstrated  the  practicability  and  advantage  of  having  classes 
meet  here,  where  the  collections  of  the  Museum  are  at  hand  for 
study  and  reference.

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THE  SCHOOL. 

Important  changes  in  the  work  of  the  School  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 

On  the  closing  of  the  School  known  as  the  Normal  Art  School, 
on  February  1st,  the  pupils  of  that  institution,  fifty-seven  in  num- 
ber, twenty-four  of  whom  were  teachers  in  the  public  schools,  were 
received  in  the  Museum  School. 

Two  of  the  teachers  who  had  been  employed  at  the  Normal  Art 
School,  Miss  Elizabeth  Carter  and  Mr.  William  A.  Mason,  were 
at  the  same  time  added  to  the  corps  of  our  instructors. 

During  March  and  April  a course  of  evening  lectures  on  the 
following  subjects,  and  by  the  following  gentlemen,  was  given  at 
the  School : 

Two  lectures  by  Dr.  Harrison  Allen,  one  on  “ The  Laws  of 
Composition  as  Applied  to  the  Human  Figure,”  and  another  on 
“ Naturalistic  and  Conventional  Conceptions  of  the  Human 
Figure.”  Two  lectures  on  “ Insect  Forms  in  Decorative  Art,” 
by  Dr.  Horace  Jayne,  one  on  the  same  subject,  by  Rev.  Henry  C. 
McCook,  D.  D.,  and  one  on  “ Animal  Locomotion,”  by  Mr. 
Eadweard  Muybridge. 

The  public  was  admitted  to  these  lectures  by  means  of  tickets, 
which  were  issued  on  application,  and  the  attendance  was  encour- 
agingly large,  much  larger  than  it  has  been  at  any  course  of 
lectures  which  has  been  given  before  since  the  establishment  of 
the  School. 

The  experiment  of  offering  prizes  for  original  designs  was  tried 
for  the  first  time  this  year  with  gratifying  results.  For  these 
prizes  the  School  was  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  Theodore 
C.  Search,  who  placed  a sum  of  money  sufficient  for  the  prizes 
named  below  at  the  disposal  of  a committee  appointed  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Committee  on  Instruction.  The  Committee  con- 
sisted of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Dana,  Miss  Agnes  Irwin,  and  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  School. 

Three  prizes  were  offered  as  follows  : 

Twenty-five  dollars  for  the  best  design  for  a wall-paper. 
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Ten  dollars  for  the  best  design  for  a border,  suitable  for  wall- 
paper. 

Seven  dollars  for  the  best  design  for  a piece  of  embroidery  suita- 
ble for  a chair  back. 

Some  fifty  designs  were  submitted  by  the  students,  several  of 
them  of  conspicuous  merit. 

Prizes  were  awarded  as  follows  : 

First  Prize,  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  Miss  Irene  L.  Knox,  for 
design  for  wall-paper. 

Second  Prize,  of  ten  dollars,  to  Miss  Marie  Huger,  for  design  for 
border. 

Third  Prize,  of  seven  dollars,  to  Mrs.  H.  Einstein,  for  design  for 
embroidery.

The  usual  closing  exercises  were  held  at  No.  1709  Chestnut  Street, 
on  Saturday  evening,  May  24th.  Addresses  were  made  by  the  Presi- 
dent, by  Mr.  Charles  Emory  Smith,  Mr.  William  T.  Seal,  Mr. 
James  MacAlister,  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, Mr.  T.  C.  Search,  and  others. 

Certificates  were  awarded  to  fifteen  students  who  had  completed 
the  course  in  industrial  drawing,  to  four  for  the  course  in  paint- 
ing, and  to  two  for  the  course  in  modelling. 

An  exhibition  of  students’  work  was  held  at  the  School  durino- 

to 

the  first  week  in  June. 

An  exhibit  was  also  made  at  the  National  Teachers1  Convention, 
at  Madison,  Wisconsin,  and  one  at  the  Industrial  Exposition,  at 
Milwaukee. 
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At  the  New  Orleans  Exposition,  which  is  in  progress  at  the  date 
of  this  report,  the  School  is  represented  by  three  exhibits,  one 
being  made  as  part  of  the  exhibit  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  one 
with  the  department  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Education,  and 
one,  consisting  entirely  of  the  work  of  lady  students,  with  the 
Women’s  Department. 

On  the  removal  of  the  School  in  September,  to  the  building  at 
No.  1336  Spring  Garden  Street,  which  it  occupies  at  present, 
important  changes  in  the  organization  of  classes  and  in  enlarge- 
ment of  the  facilities  for  instruction  were  made. 

Mr.  Mason  was  reappointed  as  head  assistant  in  the  general 
course,  and  Mr.  Howard  F.  Stratton,  a graduate  of  the  School, 
who  had  been  for  four  years  employed  as  an  instructor  in  the 
evening  class,  was  appointed  to  assist  in  the  day  class  as  well. 
Miss  Carter,  who  was,  during  the  last  half  of  the  preceding  year, 
the  instructor  in  water-color  painting  and  applied  design,  having 
declined  a reappointment,  the  work  in  water-color  and  in  drawing 
from  nature  was  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  Stratton,  and  a separate 
department  was  made  of  the  work  in  applied  design.  Miss  Flor- 
ence M.  Knowles,  a graduate  of  the  Lowell  School  of  Practical 
Design,  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  in  Boston, 
was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  day  class,  and  Mr.  Paul 
Bosenzwey,  from  VEcole  des  Arts  et  Metiers , and  later  V Atelier  de 
Messr.  Henri  Martin , in  Paris,  and  a practical  designer  of  many 
years  experience,  was  secured  for  the  evening  class. 

Although  the  distinct  purpose  of  the  School  has  always  been 
the  promotion  and  development  of  the  artistic  element  in  the 
industries,  the  necessity  has  long  been  apparent  of  providing 
instruction  in  the  fundamental  processes  of  such,  at  least,  of  the 
industries  themselves  as  are  of  most  importance  to  the  designer, 
from  the  extent  of  the  influence  which  these  processes  exert  in 
determining  the  character  of  the  design. 

Of  the  industries  of  Philadelphia,  the  textile  industry  is  at  pres- 
ent by  far  the  most  important  to  the  student  of  design,  not  only 
because  of  the  closeness  with  which,  in  all  classes  of  woven  fabrics, 
the  design  depends  upon  the  process  of  manufacture,  but  because 
of  the  very  great  proportions  which  this  branch  has  assumed  in 
this  city. 
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Provision  has  accordingly  been  made  for  the  instruction  of 
classes  in  all  branches  of  weaving. 

Mr.  William  Holgate,  late  of  Leeds,  England,  and  at  present 
designer  at  the  Ontario  Worsted  Mills,  in  Philadelphia,  has  been 
engaged  as  an  instructor  in  this  department.  The  School  is  sup- 
plied with  power,  hand,  and  Jacquard  looms,  on  which  every 
variety  of  patterns,  from  the  simplest  to  the  most  complex,  can  be 
executed. 

This  department  has  already  attracted  a class  of  earnest  adults, 
composed  of  both  workmen  and  business  men,  large  enough  to  test 
severely  the  accommodations  which  we  have  been  able  to  provide 
for  it,  and  to  seriously  incommode  the  regular  classes  in  drawing, 
painting,  and  modelling.  The  necessity  of  providing  increased 
facilities  for  this  class  is  therefore  imperative. 

Public-spirited  manufacturers  have  generously  presented  the 
School  with  additional  looms  and  other  appliances  for  practical 
work,  for  which  there  is  no  room  in  the  building  which  we  occupy 
at  present,  and  added  accommodations  will  have  to  be  provided  if 
the  work  so  well  begun  is  to  continue. 

A school  of  wood-carving  has  also  been  established  under  an 
accomplished  and  practical  instructor,  Mr.  Joseph  Celleskey,  of 
the  Hope  Manufacturing  Company. 

These  technical  classes  have  only  been  in  operation  since 
November  5th,  but  the  work  which  has  already  been  done  in 
them  gives  abundant  assurance  of  their  usefulness  and  import- 
ance. 

The  success  which  attended  the  offering  of  the  prizes  last  spring 
has  led  to  the  offering  this  year  of  a considerable  number. 

Through  the  liberality  of  some  of  the  leading  manufacturers  ot 
Philadelphia,  the  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  offer  a graded 
system  of  money  prizes  for  designs  in  each  of  the  three  depart- 
ments of  wall-papers,  of  oil-cloths,  and  of  carpets,  the  awards  to 
be  made  by  committees  appointed  by  the  manufacturers. 

To  the  scholarships  which  were  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  of  this  city,  four  (4)  appointments  have 
been  made  this  year.  Two  (2)  holders  of  former  appointments  are 
still  in  the  School.

APPENDIX  A. 


The  deed  of  trust,  after  reciting  the  various  securities  given  and 
directing  how  the  principal  is  to  be  kept  invested,  continues : 

“ In  further  trust  to  pay  over  the  income  thereof  as  received, 
without  deduction  for  commissions,  to  the  said  Joseph  E.  Temple 
during  his  natural  life,  and  after  his  death  to  expend  the  income 
thereof  from  time  to  time  without  requiring  the  income  of  each 
year  to  be  expended  in  the  same  year  in  manner  following,  viz. : 
u Three- fifths  parts  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  works  of  art,  exe- 
cuted by  artists,  artisans,  or  workmen,  preferring  and  favoring 
Americans,  if  possible,  to  be  selected  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  when  practicable,  from  those  exhibited  for  competition, 
and  said  works  of  art  to  be  placed  and  kept  in  Memorial  Hall  in 
Fairmount  Park  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  for  the  adornment 
thereof  so  long  as  the  said  Memorial  Hall  shall  be  kept  in  order 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part  open  to  the  public,  and  whenever 
the  said  Memorial  Hall  shall  cease  to  be  kept  in  order  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part  open  to  the  public,  the  said  works  of  art  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part ; and  the 
Museum  in  which  said  works  of  art  purchased  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  exhibited  shall  always  be  kept  open  free  to  the  public  at  least 
two  days  in  each  week,  if  the  income  from  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  sufficient  to  maintain  its  Mu- 
seum and  Schools  of  Industrial  Art  without  charging  for  admission 
to'  the  Museum  every  day  of  the  week ; and  the  remaining  two- 
fifths  parts  of  said  income  in  the  establishment  of  scholarships  in 
the  Schools  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  in  prizes  for 
competition  by  the  students  in  the  said  Schools,  said  scholarships 
and  prizes  to  be  created  and  regulated  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  each  of  the  said  works  of  art  to  be  marked  as 
‘ from  the  Joseph  E.  Temple  Trust/  and  the  said  scholarships  and 
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prizes  to  be  known  and  awarded  as  the  Joseph  E.  Temple  scholar- 
ships and  prizes  respectively ; and  should  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  at  any  time  cease  to  exist  or  perform  any  of  the  sub- 
stantial purposes  of  its  character,  in  further  trust  in  that  event  to 
pay  and  transfer,  assign,  set  over  and  deliver  the  income  and  prin- 
cipal of  the  said  trust-funds  and  investments  thereof  as  follows, 
viz. : one  half  part  thereof  to  the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  as  an  endowment  trust-fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Academy,  and  the  other  half  part  thereof  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital,  at  Eighth  and  Spruce  Streets,  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  principal  to  be  by  them  kept  invested  in  the  securi- 
ties aforesaid,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended  by  them  in 
the  maintenance  of  free  beds,  to  be  known  as  ‘The  Joseph  E. 
Temple  Free  Beds/ 

“ And  upon  either  of  the  parties  of  the  third  part  ceasing  to 
hold  the  office  herein  designated  as  being  held  by  him  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  his  rights  and 
duties  as  trustee  herein  as  a party  of  the  third  part  shall  cease,  and 
be  exercised  by  his  successor  in  said  office.”
